25X14 between the localitues of Carg-Gross Welle and Meu Strebkow, The range covered about 
87 acres and bad 2 scdded surface, The contours of two four-engine aircraft mar-ed 
by an American star were reproduced by means of white sand on the ground. The 
targets were 25 paces long and 31 paces wide and were marked by a white cross and 
a rectangle lx5 meters (sic), The area was pitted with small craters produced by 
aircraft canons. Source had previcusly coserved that jet fighters practiced firing 
at this ranre two ov three days a week. The approaches to the range were only 
blocked when firing was practiced, (3)

ie ol Ge On 13 Jane 1952, source observed that the Mremmen bombing and firing rance 
extended from Kremren as far as Linverhort and to the north as far as the 
Oranienburp canal, “hile tho range vas being used, the surrounding area was 
cor’oned off, Dumny villares, gun emplacements anc aircrart were seen at 
the rance. Firine and bomb release was frequently practiced there by single 
and twineengine aireraft, jet fighters and jet bombers. Detween 10 a.m. anc 
2 p.m. on 18 June, the range was crossed by type-e7 jet bombers, which crossed 
borbs wiile flying individually or in groups of to. the bemb craters vere four 
meters in dianeter and alout 11/2 meters deep. “hen detonating, the boubs 
created a black cloud, Mo practices were held on 19 June.

It is unlmom by 
wiat Lichter reriment the rance is used. from its cesrraphical Location it is 
possible that the fighter regirent fron Vittsteck practices firing at this rance, 
However, accorcing to reliable information, this regiment practiced firing and 
boribine at the Sehweinrich and CadowRossow vantes also, ihe latier Ticld is east 
of VWittstocl. i 
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{L) This air force training field is used by the fiehter repinents stationed at 
Finow. rarachuting over this field, particularly from a glider, is reported 
for the first tire.
